Program: After a break for refreshments, Jack 
Burris, K6JEB, gave a presentation on weak 
signal computer software WSJT (Weak Signal, 
Joe Taylor, K1JT). These are open-source 
programs designed for weak-signal digital 
communication by amateur radio. Normal 
usage requires a standard SSB transceiver 
and a personal computer with soundcard. 
WSJT offers specific digital protocols optimized 
for meteor scatter, ionospheric scatter, and 
EME (moonbounce) at VHF/UHF, as well as 
HF skywave propagation. The program can 
decode fraction-of-a-second signals reflected 
from ionized meteor trails and steady signals 
10 dB below the audible threshold. WSPR 
(Weak Signal Propagation Reporter) is a 
program designed for sending and receiving 
low-power transmissions to test propagation 
paths on the MF and HF bands. Users with 
internet access can watch results in real time 
on-line. MAP65 is a wideband, polarization- 
matching receiver for JT65 signals. Its 
principal application is EME on the VHF and 
UHF bands.
